Supreme Court Gives 7-to-2 Decision on New 
York Case— Justices Roberts and 
Brandeis Dissent

WASHINGTON, March 15.—The 
Supreme Court held today, in a 7 
to 2 opinion, that an employe of a 
municipal water works system was: 
exempt from Federal taxation. 

The decision was interpreted by 
the minority as barring taxation of 
employes of city and state govern- 
ments. 

In the opinion, delivered by Jus- 
tice Sutherland, the court upheld 
the contention of William Whit- 
lock Brush, former chief engineer 
of New York City’s Bureau, of Wa- 
ter Supply, that he did not have to 
pay a Federal tax on his 1931 
salary because he was engaged in 
a Government function. Justices 
Roberts and Brandeis dissented. 

It was rare for Justices Roberts 
and Brandeis to appear on the same 
side as dissenters. 

Referring to contentions that pri- 
vate corporations would be able and 
willing to operate the municipal wa- 
ter system, the majority opinion 
commented: 

“If the state and city of New 
Tork be of opinion, as they evident- 
ly are, that the service should not 
be entrusted to private hands, but 
should be rendered by the city it- 
self as an appropriate means of dis- 
charging its duty to protect the 
health, safety and lives of its in-

+habitants, we do not doubt that it 
may do so in the exercise of its 
essential governmental functions.” 

Sutherland said the court had 
“not failed to give careful consider- 
ation” to the cases of Blair vs. By- 
ers and Denman vs. Commissioner 
of Interna] Revenue “both of which 
take a view contrary to that which 
we have expressed.” 

“To the extent of this conflict, 
those cases are disapproved,” he 
said. 

Justice Roberts, who wrote the 
dissenting opinion, said that in rea- 
son and logic it is difficult to dif- 
ferentiate the present case from 
that of a private citizen who fur- 
nishes goods, performs work or ren- 
ders service to a State or a munici- 
pality under a contract, or an of- 
ficer or employe of 2 corporation 
which does the same.” 

“The importance of case,” he 
added, “arises out of fact that 
the claimed exemption may well ex- 
tend to millions of persons (whose 
work no wise differs from that of 
their fellows in private enterprise) 
who are employed by municipal sub- 
divisions and districts throughout 
the nation and that, on the other 
hand, the powers of the states to 
tax may be inhibited in the case of 
hundreds of thousands of similar 
employes of Federal agencies of one 
sort or another.”

Italian troops reported ting 
on the insurgént side were declared 
by the War Ministry to have been 
forced from strategic positions in 
Guadalajara Province, northeast of 
Madrid. 

Militiamen pushed forward into 
two wooded areas known as Casa 
de Ibarra and Hotel de Don Luis 
in heavy fighting, these sources re- 
ported.

Ashurst, in detailing plans for the 
resumption of the hearing, said that 
Green and Miller will be followed 
before the committee by Prof, Ed- 
1 ward F. Corwin of Princeton and 
N Dean Leon Green of the Northwest- 
ern law school. 

1 Renewed attention of the Senate 
was focused on the controversy to- 
day when Senator Norris of Ne 
braska proposed a constitutional 
amendment to limit terms of Judges 
to nine years and legislation to re- 
quire a two-third vote of the Court 
to invalidate laws.

To Protect Workers. 


' Green’s statement followed close- 
ly an announcement by Remington 
Rand’s legal department in New 
York that the company’s attorneys 
were “immediately taking steps to 
protect the company’s 12,000 fac- 
tory workers from discharge” on ac- 
count of the decision. The board's 
petition, Green said, probably would 
be filed in the New York Federal 
Circuit Court of Appeals. 

Possible loss by the company of 
a $57,500 Government contract al- 
so was involved, as a result of the 
board's criticism of its labor poli- 
cies in ordering the re-employment 
of the workers. Arthur Altmeyer, 
chairman of the Social Security 
Board, said that board had in- 
structed. that the question of a 
contract for photographing forms 
“be reconsidered for purposes: of 
determining whether any other 
course is now open to the board.“ 


Strike-Breaking Inquiry. 


Brien McMahon, Assistant Attor- 
ney-General, disclosed Federal 
agents were investigating charges 
that the Remington Rand Co. of 
Connecticut had transported strike- 
breakers ‘illegally from New York 
City to Middletown, Conn.

End to Designs on Suiyuan. 

Kalgan authoritites saw in the 
withdrawals abandonment, at least 
temporarily, of any designs on 
Sulyuan Province, which adjoins 
Chahar on the west. High Chinese 
officials asserted Japanese army 
officers directed the attempt of 
Mongol and Manchoukuo irregular 
forces to invade Suiyuan last year. 

That invasion was beaten back 
by Chinese troops of Suiyuan Prov- 
ince, loyal to the Chinese Central 
Government. The decisive battle 
was fought at Pailingmiao, ‘North- 
eastern Suiyuan, the first week in 
December, and the invaders thrown 
back with heavy losses. 

Reports from North Chahar indi- 
cated the Japanese now are with- 
drawing supplies to the eastward, 
probably to Dolonor, called the 
“hackdoor of Manchoukuo,” where 
the Japanese army maintains a 
large “military mission.” 

Chinese officials believed the ap- 
parent withdrawal was due to the 
fact that military adventures in 
Chahar have proved costly for the 
Japanese and given little return. 
However, although they may leave 
the northern and western counties 
they will retain control of Dolonor 
and Paochang counties in the east, 
giving domination of the highway 
from Kalgan into Manchoukuo, it 
was believed. 


JAPAN FAILS TO GET 
AIR BASE AT MACAO

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EX-CONGRESSWOMAN TELLS 
ABOUT HER VOTE AGAINST WAR 


Says Commotion in House Prevent- 
ed Her “No” From Being 
Heard.

WASHINGTON, Marche 15.—Miss 
Jeannette Rankin, only woman in 
Congress when the United States 
declared war on Germany, denied 
today a story which she said has 
followed her for 20 years. 

She declared a promise, not 
emotion, prompted her failure to 
answer the first war roll call at 


the night House session of April 6, 
1917. 

Commotion of her colleagues, not 
tears, she said, made her no“ vote 
inaudible. 

The vote, Miss Rankin said, fol- 
lowed months of pressure exerted 
on her by pro-war factions before 
she took her seat as the nation’s 
first Congresswoman on April 2. 
She was a Representative from 
Montana. “I wanted to be fair,” she 
said, “so finally I agreed to wait 
until the last minute—until the sec-.

“On the second roll call, she rose 
and said in a sobbing voice, ‘I want 
to stand by my country, but I can- 
not vote for war.’ For a moment 
she remained standing, supporting 
herself against a desk, and as cries 
of ‘vote, vote’ came from several 
parts of the House she sank back 
into her seat without voting 
audibly.”

“The demands on the State are 
very great and all of them cannot 
be met.

“It is said there is a moral obli- 
gation on the State to make these 
payments because the law enacted 
two years ago provided they should 
be paid. I do not even concede 
that.

Candidates for Aldermen to 
Be Picked at Mass Meet- 
ing Today; Nominating 
Petitions to Be Used. 


William A. Allen, lawyer and tax 
consultant, has been chosen by the 
Executive Committee of the Citi- 
zens’ Nonpartisan Committeesas the 
candidate for Mayor to head a non- 
partisan ticket in the April 6 elec- 
tion. 

The committee probably will sup- 
port Louis Nolte, Republican, for 
a sixth term as Comptroller, it was 
announced by Paul O. Peters, chair- 
man and executive director, who 
said 14 candidates for the Board of 
Aldermen would be selected at a 
mass meeting this afternoon at the 
German House, 2345 Lafayette ave- 
nue, 

Nominating petitions for the can- 
didates on the nonpartisan ticket 
will be placed in circulation after 
the meeting. The petition for each 
candidate must have signatures of 
at least 5986 qualified voters and 
must be filed with the Election 
Board by next Monday. 

Peters said to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that the membership of the 
committee was about 8000, and 
would form the source of signa- 
tures. Peters said that persons who 
did not vote in last Friday's pri- 
mary or those who voted for can- 
didates defeated for nomination 
would be eligible to sign the peti- 
tions. 

Allen Is a Republican. 

Allen was chosen as the mayoral 
candidate at a meeting of the ex- 


ecutive committee, attended by 12 


members, at Peters’ home, 1819 
Thurman avenue, yesterday. He 
had addressed committee meetings 
twice last week, arousing interest 
by his views on taxation, after 
which he joined the committee. 

A Republican heretofore, Allen 
has not been interested in politics. 
He said to a reporter that the offer 
of candidacy was unsolicited but 
that he would accept and make a 
campaign in the belief an indepen- 
dent might have a chance of suc- 
cess. 

He is 53 years old, has a married 
daughter and is a grandfather. Of 
medium height and build, he has 
graying hair and wears spectacles. 
Inclined to be voluble, especially 
when discoursing on his favorite 
theme of inequalities under exist- 
ing methods of taxation, he is vig- 
orous and clear in speech. His at- 
tire is conservative. He owns his 
home at 5758 Waterman boulevard 
and has offices in the Cotton Belt 
Building. 


Once “treet Car Conductor. 

Born in Miller County, Missouri, 
and reared on a farm, he came here 
as a youth in 1903 and got a job as 
a Broadway street car conductor. 
He worked his way through North- 
western University, where he be- 
came an accountant, and De Paul 
University, Chicago, where he got 
degrees as a bachelor of literature, 


| bachelor of arts and doctor of jur- 


isprudence. For about six years 
he was educational secretary of the 
Sears-Roebuck Branch T. M. C. A. 
at Chicago. Employed for some 
time by the Internal Revenue Bu- 
reau, he was a resident auditor of 
the income tax unit at Washing- 


ton and later an internal revenue 


agent here. He has been admitted 
to practice before the Supreme 
Court of the United States. 

The author of several books on 
taxation, he also has been on the 
faculties of Benton College of Law, 
City College of Law & Finance and 
St. Louis University School of Com- 
merce. Peters said Allen was 
chosen as the candidate because of 
his wide experience in tax matters. 

Allen States Views. 

“T believe in a more equitable dis- 
tribution of the burdens and bene- 
fits of government,” said Allen to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter, discussing 
his views on municipal affairs. “I 
stand four-square for law enforce- 
ment. I advocate a fair adminis- 
tration of the city by a man who 
looks on iis job the same way the 
president of a big corporation looks 
on his.” 

As to Mayor Dickmann’s Demo- 
cratic campaigh pamphlet, ad- 
dressed to the people of the city as 
“stockholders” in the municipal 
corporation and telling how Dick- 
mann had sought to run the govern- 
ment on business lines, Allen 
snapped: “He has had four years 
to do it. Why didn’t he do it? We 
don't want any preferred stockhold- 
ers.”

It is unlikely that the American 
Hockey Association will revise its 
rules to eliminate the neutral cen- 
ter ice area if the experiment of 
last night at the Arena is taken as 
a determining factor.

William F. Grant, president of the 
league, who came here from Kan- 
sas City to see how the idea would 
work out, said after the game that 
he did not believe there was any 
improvement. Johnny MacKinnon, 
coach of the Flyers, did not like the 
plan at all. 

Mike Goodman, Wichita coach, 
declared that it would take a longer 
trial to determine the merits of the 
change. He thought it might result 
in fewer offsides, but also it would 
make for greater scrambles around 
the nets, less passing and would put 
such a premium on speed that the 
older players would have to hang 
up their skates. 

Three Lines Instead of One. 

The game was not particularly 


lively, but it was a question whether 


the blue line change caused that. 
The usual lines, 60 feet apart, were 
drawn on the ice because it was not 
known until the last minute that 
the new departure would be tried. 
Then a line was drawn through the 
center of the ice and the three lines 
confused the players at times, 
There were 11 offsides called in 
the first period, some of them, as 
usual, intentional, six in the 3 
period and fewer than that in the 
third.

AS SHP RAN FR POT 


One of 8 Passengers Taken Off 
Burning Freighter Gives 
Story of Rescue. 


By the Associated Press. 

HONOLULU, March 15. — Eight 
passengers taken off the burning 
British freighier  Silverlarch 
reached Honolulu last night, arriv- 
ing on the United States cruiser 
Louisville, whith picked them up in 
a heavy sea Saturday after a fast 
run, 

Two of the passengers are in their 
sixties. They chmbed down a 
Jacob’s ladder from the freighter 
to a waiting launch from the Louis- 
ville. 


The passengers said they stood 
beside their lifeboats, with life pre- 
servers on, three or four hours while 


waiting for the Louisville to ar- 
rive. They were not adrift as re- 
ported earlier by radio, 

The Silverlarch, ‘ts crew aboard, 
and convoyed by four navy destroy- 
ers, arrived at 7 a. m. today. No 
smoke was visible in the freighter, 
but fire-fighting appartus stood by 
while the crew prepared to open 
the hatches. 

One of the passengers, I. C. Lewis 
of Barrington, R. L., said fire broke 
out in the No. 3 hold of the Sil- 
verlarch at 3 p. m. Wednesday. 
Smoke came through the hatch 
covers ventilators and the compan- 
ionway to the passengers’ quarters. 

The crew, directed by Capt. F. H. 
Henderson, attempted to smother 
the fire with carbon dioxide. 

The blaze appeared to have been 
controlled but the next day smoke 
reappeared and it was necessary to 
force steam into the hold. The ves- 
sel changed its course, heading to- 
ward Honolulu. 

At 2 a. m. Thursday the lubrica- 
tion pump/ on the main engine 
broke d and the ship drifted 
helplessly until 4:30 a, m. Saturday 
while repairs were made. :

Economic History of the World 
War’—was announced today by Dr.

The almost incredibly vast pro}- 
ect, said Dr. Shotwell, director of 
the division of economics and his- 
wy of the Carnegie Endowment 
International Peace, was begun 
in 1914 and among its authors and

Norman Thomas, Socialist nom-

Supreme Court as a temporary ex- 
pedient, not going to the root of 
national problems. 

He regretted that the issue had 
been raised in this manner and 
thought the President should now 
propose a constitutional amend- 
ment if he really wishes to ac- 
complish lasting progress toward 
national control] of social and eco- 
nomic problems. 

Thomas was here to speak on 
“A New Line-Up—Producers Ver- 
sus Parasites,” at 8 o’clock tonight 
under 
auspices of the League for Indus- 
trial Democracy. 

“I would like to ask the Presi- 
dent,” Thomas said, “whether he 
decided on the present plan for 
changing the court after the elec- 
tion, or was contemplating it all 
the time and thought it was not 
good politics to mention it during 
the campaign. He certainly did not 
indicate in the campaign that he 
had it in mind.” . 

Thomas said that if he were a 
member of .Congress he probably 
would vote for the plan “without 
enthusiasm,” solely for the reason 
that its defeat now might lend 
psychological support to “judicial 
supremacy.” He regretted that the 
President had put the plan forth 
in a “take it or leave it” manner. 
Although he thought it might bring 


a certain degree of liberalism in 


the court for a time, there was no 
permanent assurance in it. 

The Socialist platform on which 
Thomas ran in the last campaign 
advocated a constitutional amend- 
ment to confer on the Federal Gov- 
ernment power to regulate the re- 
lations of employers and employes 
and to own and operate natural re- 
sources and basic industries.

[DECIDE AGGRESSOR 


Boy King of Egypt at St. Moritz sil

of Nations.

PARIS, March 15.—New promises 


by France and Germany not to go/ 


to war against each other were 
proposed by Fuehrer Adolf Hitler 
in his security pact note to Lon- 
don, authoritative sources said last 
night. However, a radical change 
in determining the aggressor in war 
was suggested. 

French officials said “France is 
willing, but this is insufficient to 
meet the needs.” They said they 
interpreted the proposal as a vir- 
tual scuttling of the League of Na- 
tions. 

Such mutual promises were em- 
bodied in the old Locarno treaty 
which was nullified when Germany 
remilitarized the Rhineland last 
year. 

The gist of the German note, 
which officials said was almost 
identical with that of Italy, called 
for a scheme whereby Britain and 
Italy would be substituted for the 
Council of the League of Nations: 
in designating an aggressor, they

This, they contended, would para- 
lyze the French mutual assistance 
system and give Mussolini the final 
word, since, according to Hitler’s 
purported plan, both Britain and 
Italy would have to agree on an 
aggressor in case of conflict. 

Thus, officials pointed out, 
France's hands could be tied in the 
case of German-Polish, German- 
Czechoslovakian or German-Rus- 
sian conflict. Under present trea- 
ties, France can legally aid its 
friends when they are attacked, but 
if the aggressor were not established 
its position would be difficult. 

The reported plan carries no 
guarantee for Britain’s security, but 
asks that Britain guarantee securi- 
ty to Belgium, France and Germa- 
ny.

Mussolini, after visiting a mosque 
in Bengazi, made another gesture 
towards Islam when he told a 
crowd of thousands of Moslems: 
“Your sacrifices towards winning 
the new empire are solemn proof of 
your faithfulness towards Fascist 
Italy. Italy is powerful and cer- 
tainly will not forget this.” A Mo- 
hammedan who stood beside Mus- 
solini on a balcony near the mosque 
translated the speech to the cheer- 
ing multitude. 

Efforts to Win Moslems. 

Newspaper men traveling with 
Mussolini have seen many ei- 
dences of the efforts Italy is mak- 
ing to win over the Moslems, 
Schools have been built for the 
Moslems, with the old Koranic 
teaching still permitted. Old mos- 
ques have been repaired and new 
ones built by the Government. 

Marshal Balbo's brochure de- 
clared no religious proselytism had 
been, or would be, permitted among 
the Moslems to convert them to 
Christianity. 

Their Islamic laws regarding per- 
sonal rights and rights of succes- 
sion will be respected and their 
religious traditions preserved, it 
said.

Problem of Permanent Unemployment. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 
SHORT while ago, I had the good for- 
tune to represent the St. Louis Work- 
ers’ Alliance, an organization. of unem- 
ployed and WPA workers, in Washing- 
ton. Delegates of that organization from 
26 states gathered there to petition the 


Government for a redress of grievances. 


The facts I learned on that occasion 
were (a) that we as a nation still look 
on the unemployment problem as a pass- 
ing phenomenon and deal with it accord- 
ingly, and (b) that there is precious little 
interest in the fate of the unemployed on 
the part of those who live either by work- 
ing or owning. 

In many lines of production, we are 


back to or have exceeded 1929 perform- 


ance, and yet the most conservative esti- 
mates place the number of unemployed at 


between 8,000,000 and 9,000,000. Percent- 


‘age-wise speaking, the number of unem- 
ployed will increase with refinement of 
machinery and production methods. In 
spite of this, the administration has taken 
no steps for dealing with the problem of 
unemployment on a permanent basis; on 
the contrary, it is intending to release 
600,000 W P A workers between now and 
June 30. If this plan is carried out, there 
will be reverberations of both social and 
political consequence. 

Regarding my observations as to the 
disinterestedness in the fate of the un- 


employed, a little reasoning will show 


that eventually this issue will force itself 
An 
unemployed worker does not produce any- 
thing, yet must be maintained. I care 
not how meager the standard of mainte- 


nmance, it can come from but one source, 


I. e., from those who work and produce. 
J am constitutionally opposed to para- 
sites, whether they clip coupons or live 


, in idleness through no fault of their own. 


A day’s labor lost can never be regained, 
and you and I are bound to be the poorer 
for it. These facts will finally be driven 
home through a lower standard of liv- 
ing for all of us. Shall we wait to act 
until we learn by bitter experience or 
should action be taken now? 

Finally, outside of some scattered criti- 
cism against apparently useless work un- 
dertaken by W P A, there has been lit- 
tle interest in what is done with both 
P W Aand WPA money. We can’t go on 
forever building postoffices, swimming 
pools, improved roads and soldier memo- 
rials, especially not when Mr. Roosevelt 
admits that 40,000,000 of our people are 
ill-fed, ill-clothed and ill-housed. If our 
W P A workers are capable of building 
swimming pools, they must also be capa- 
ble of building houses. The under-privi- 
leged mass of our people would enjoy the 


_fine roads, new postoffices and soldier 


memorials a good deal more if they were 
well-fed, well-housed and well-dressed.

And bear in mind it was a vulture, not 
an eagle, that buried its beak in the 
vitals of its victim. It is to be hoped that 
a modern Hercules will arise in the per- 
son of the Senate, slay the enemy, and 
thus release the court to a redoubled vi- 
tality in sound and wholesome service.

These are busy days for Gov. Stark, but we doubt 
that he could spend two minutes to better advantage 
than by reading Citisen's letter. 

The Governor knows, as we all know, that the 
principle of the sales tax cannot be justified. The 
administration must throw itself on the mercy of the 
court of public opinion.

It must confess, in the words of Citizen, that the

Rather than increase the present burdensome sales 
tax, the administration might happily and honorably 
undertake pitiless economies.

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PASS THE DRIVERS’ LICENSE LAW! 


Are the people of Missouri again to be prevented 
from. having the protection to lives and property 
afforded by a State drivers’ license law? The Legis- 
lature once more is shirking the responsibility of 
meeting the public demand for such protection, in 
the face of ever-mounting death and injury figures 
on the streets and highways of the State. The House 
bill has made only slight progress, and the Senate 
bill seems fated to die in committee, or to be reported 
in inadequate form. 

Three explanations are offered for the bills’ lack 
of progress. The Stark administration has not made 
a drivers’ license law a matter of “must” legislation. 
The St. Louis and Kansas City administrations op- 
pose the fee provisions of the bills. Rural regions 
supposedly object to regulation and license fees. 

It would be disgraceful if the State failed, for any 
of these reasons, to obtain this essential safety meas- 
ure. 
out emphatically for passage of a law at this session. 
The squabble over license fees is an unseemly one; 
surely the benefit to either city’s treasury cannot 
outweigh the saving of lives made possible by a 
drivers’ license law. It is in rural regions that the 
highway slaughter has been mounting with greatest 
rapidity; a poll of sentiment there would doubtless 
favor the legislation. | 

Missouri remains one of the 11 states that lack 
drivers; license laws. The safety records of the 37 
other states prove year after year the effectiveness 
of the legislation. Must Missourians’ lives continue 
to be needlessly sacrificed because the Legislature 
fails to provide this tested method of controlling 
drivers? A State-wide protest should be heard at 
once over the dilatory tactics now being pursued,

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A PROTEST TO GERMANY. 

Rarely does our Government take notice of news- 
paper comment in other countries, but the outbursts 
of the German press became so bitter after the 
LaGuardia-Hitler episode that a protest through 
diplomatic channels was decidedly in order.

The President's Crisis? 


Mystery of crisis“ which Mr. Roosevelt now proclaims is explored by newspaper 
which backed him for re-election; no such peril apparent during campaign, for his 
theme then was return of prosperity; writer thinks present alarm is caused by 
unexpected opposition to court plan; the only crisis, he concludes, is constitutional.

HE whole structure of the President’s ar- 
gument for his Supreme Court plan rests 
on the premise that this country is faced 
by a “crisis” so acute that it cannot wait 
upon the adoption of a constitutional amend- 
ment to give the Government whatever wise 
and necessary authority it may need. It is 
important,: therefore, to consider when this 
crisis arose and what form it has taken. 
On the basis of the President’s own tes- 
timony, offered to the country in the last 
campaign, there is no reason to believe that 
the crisis arose before election day. 
It is true that in his Madison Square Gar- 
den speech, at the end of the campaign, Mr. 
Roosevelt declared that he had “just begun 


to fight” for various social measures. It is 


true that he now quotes passages from this 
speech as if to show that they point nat- 
urally and logically toward the course of 
action he has chosen to pursue. 3 

But he did not say, either in his Madiso 
Square Garden speech or at any other time 
in the campaign, that he would fight for the 
achievement of his social measures by a 
method of attack which would involve pack- 
ing the Supreme Court; and if he had taken 
this position early in the campaign, it is 
quite certain the election would have turned 
upon a different issue. 47 

Far from suggesting that the country 
faced an emergency grave enough to justify 
the plan which he now offers, Mr. Roose- 
velt sought during the campaign to assure 
the nation that it had achieved a great de- 
gree of progress and security under his ad- 
ministration. The President’s chief appeal 
for votes was based on the claim that he had 
met a crisis rather than postponed one. 


This was the dominant theme of the whole

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INEW REORGANIZATION 


PLAN FOR COTTON BELT 


Banks File Proposal Differing 
From That Previously Of- 
fered by Railroad. 


A new plan for reorganization of 
the St. Louis Southwestern, or Cot- 


ton Belt, Railroad was filed today 


in Federal Court here by counsel 
for the Chase National Bank of 
New York and the Mississippi Val- 
ley Trust Co. of St. Louis. 

The two banking institutions hold 
notes of the Cotton Belt, Chase Na- 
tional for $3,500,000 and Mississippi 
Valley for $1,000,000, with the road’s 
general and refunding mortgage 
bonds as collateral. The notes are 
in default since Dec. 1, 1935. 

In the company’s reorganization 
plan, filed Dec. 7, it was proposed 
to replace the general and refund- 
ing mortgage bonds with 4 per cent 
debentures, in the nature of pre- 
ferred stock. 

The banks’ plan proposes that the 
general and refunding mortgage 
bonds be replaced, to 60 per cent 
of their face, with first terminal 
and unifying mortgage bonds, and 
the remaining 40 per cent, plus 10 
per cent accrued interest, with new 
preferred stock, at $100 a share. 

S. Mayner Wallace, who repre- 
sents the Mississippi Valley Trust: 


Co. in the case, said the only im- 


portant difference between the 
banks’ reorganization plan and the 
company’s plan was as to the kind 
of securities to be given in exchange 
for the general and refunding mort- 
gage bonds. 

A hearing of the company’s plan 
has been set for tomorrow by the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, 
in Washington. Because of the fil- 
ing of the new plan, it is thought 
likely that the hearing will be post- 
poned.

WASHINGTON, March 15—After 
having sponsored the Indian Reor- 
ganization Act of 1984, which un- 
dertook to set up an organic law 
for the protection of the property 
and civil rights of Indian life, Sen- 


ator Wheeler (Dem.), of Montana 
has taken the unusual course of 
introducing a resolution, in asso- 
ciation with Senator Frazier (Rep.) 
of North Dakota, for the repeal of 
the original act in its entirety. The 
measure bore, his name. 

It was usually referred to as the 
‘Wheeler-Howard bill. The second 
sponsor was former Congressman 
Howard, the picturesque Quaker 
from Nebraska. 

The Wheeler-Frazier resolution 
for the repeal of the Indian Reor- 
ganization Act is the last and most 
stringent of seven bills which have 
been proposed this session in the 
Senate and House for limiting or 
destroying the measure. It was one 
of the administration’s “must” stat- 
utes. Passed by the Senate with- 
out roll call on June 12, 1934, it 
‘was adopted by the House three 
days later by a vote of 256 to 88, 
and was signed by the President 
on June 18. It was further strength- 
ened by legislation of June 15, 1935, 
defining election procedure under 
the act, and of June 26, 1936, ex- 
tending its provisions to the Indians 
and Esquimos of Alaska and all 
the tribes of Oklahoma save the 
Osages.

Summary of Act. 
The structure of the act, known 
to its supporters as the Indian 
Magna Charta, is summarized as 
follows by the Office of Indian Af- 
fairs: “It declares and provides 
that Indian land losses must stop. 
It requires that timber, grass, soil 
and water on Indian lands must be 
conserved. It starts the re-vesting of 
landless Indians with land for sub- 
sistence. It provides for the ad- 
vanced schooling of Indians. It 
gives a preference to Indians in 
their own Indian Service employ- 
ment. It establishes a credit fund 
and system for Indian agriculture 
and industry. It gives to the tribes | 
a moderate amount of local self- 
government. -It gives to the tribes 
a veto-power over the leasing and 
disposal of their natural resources 
and over the expenditure of their 
moneys held in Government trust, 
and an advisory status with respect 
to Federal appropriations for Indian 
benefit. Finally, it gives to organ- 
ized tribes the right to go into 
court to defend their own civil and 
property rights.” 
Statement by Wheeler. 


What is described as Senator 
Wheeler’s right-about-face is re- 
garded with indignation by func- 
tionaries of the Indian Office, who 
insinuate that the Senator from 
Montana introduced his repeal 
measure with the hope of embar- 
rassing the President, and as a 
minor tactic in his fight against 
the administration’s program for 
remaking the Supreme Court. Sen- 
ator Wheeler today made this ex- 
planation to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter: 

“At the urgent request of the De- 
partment of the Interior, I intro- 
duced the original bill in the Sen- 
ate without reading it. Later, when 
I had time to study the measure, 
I discovered numerous objection- 
able features, some of which I was 
able to rewrite or amend in the 
Committee on Indian Affairs. At 
present, the statute has been in 
operation for more than two years. 
I have come to the conclusion that 
it is a bad bill, thoroughly deserv- 
ing of repeal. My conviction is that 
it is unworkable, reactionary, doc- 
trinaire and unpopular among im- 
portant sections of thé Indians 
themselves.

6 of this year with a bill excepting 
all Indian tribes and reservations 
in Nevada from the provisions of 
the act, On Jan, 14 Sella tor Murray 
of Montana introduced a resolution 
excluding the Indians of his State. 
Senator Chavez followed on. Jan. 
15 with a bill exempting the Na- 
vajo tribes in New Mexico. On 
the same day Senator McCarran 
offered a second bill which would 
authorize the Pyramid Lake 
squatters to obtain title to the 
lands occupied by them without 
further payments either of princi- 
pal or interest. The Indians of 
California were to be excluded from 
the act under a bill proposed Jan. 
22 by Congressman McGroarty. 
On Feb. 11, Congressman O’Mal- 
ley of Wisconsin introduced a bill 
for the repeal of that section of 
the act which gives preference to 
Indians in appointments to posi- 
tions in the Indian Office. On 
Feb. 24 came the Wheeler-Frazier 
resolution for the repeal of the 
whole act. All of these proposals 
are now under consideration by the 
Committee on Indian Affairs in 
each chamber. 

_ Amendments Being Drafted.

A home industries department is 
maintained by the commission to 
instruct blind women in sewing, 
mat making, rug weaving 
crocheting. Raw materials are pur-

Before 1853, when the hypoder- 
/\matic (under the skin) method of 
injecting drugs was discovered by 
the Scotsman, Alexander Wood, it 
was well known that the adminis- 
tration of drugs by mouth was not 
always a satisfactory procedure. 
Likewise, was it known that with 
the fewest exceptions, drugs were 
not absorbed by the normal, un- 
broken skin. It was also known 


— ar akan oe we 


broken or raw skin, or placed un- 
derneath the skin. 
When physicians or surgeons de- 
sired to secure the rapid absorp- 
tion and certain effect that fol- 
lowed the administration of drugs 
into or under the skin, they were 
obliged to resort, to one of four 
procedures, none of which was very 
practical, accurate or comfortable 
to the patient. If through fortui- 
tous circumstance, there were any- 
where on the patient’s body, an 
open wound or an open sore, the 
drug to be used was applied to the 
raw, absorbing surface. 
were free from wounds or 
raw surfaces, then a raw surface 
was deliberately created by raising 
a blister with a hot iron or a caus- 
tic drug... After the blister formed, 
its top was cut off and the drug 
applied to the underlying raw skin. 
Or strings staurated in a solution 
of the desired drug were sewed 
through the skin and allowed to 
remain in place until the saturat- 
ing solution was absorbed by the 
body. An even more brutal method 
consisted in making a paste of the 
medicine, lifting a bft of it on the 
edge of a sharp lancet and then 
plunging the lancet into the skin 
from five to twenty times, in the 
hope that the medicine would be 
driven in. 
Then in 1853, the Edinburg phy- 
Alexander Wood, hit upon 
the idea of fabricating a syringe 
to which a small 
could be attached. The needle could 
be driven into or under the skin 
where the drug could be deposited 
merely by pressing on the piston 
The procedure is 
practically painless and the amount 
of the drug administered can be 
accurately measured. Wood's idea 
was one of the inspirational con- 
ceptions with which the pages of 
medical history are studded. To- 
day we have better syringes than 
were in use in 1853, and we use a 
larger variety of drugs hypoder- 
matically, but that’s all.

He is put in the 
slowest group, promptly labeled by 
his brighter companions, and the 
end is worse than the beginning 
for him.

To save such children special 
teachers, in private schools in the 
homes, are needed. Even then they 
must suffer the scorn.of their hap- 
pier mates. It seems to me that it 
would be well to teach such chil- 
dren to accept their handicaps at 
the start. When a child cheerfully 
acknowledges that he is not good 
at this or that he has taken a long 
step in his social adjustment. If 
after that he finds some one thing 
in which he can shine he has 
achieved his salvation. What he 
needs most of all is the respect of 
his mates and that is about the 
best way to win it.

The Quad Shop in the 
basement of Brookings supplies 
cigarettes, soft drinks, candy bars 
and chewing gum, in addition to 
required books, and classroom 
equipment. 


The women’s room is the gath- 
ering-place for the co-eds, who 
make up for its cheerlessness 
with their own  exhuberance. 
It does have a firepiace in which 
no one can remember ever having 
seen a fire laid, much less lighted. 
There is a telephone in one corner 
(although conversation would be 
difficult), many tables and chairs, 
both used to sit on, a wooden 
mailbox in one corner, where 
freshmen get the bad news from 
the dean’s office, and a bulletin 
board, fluttering with scribbled 
notices about lost fraternity pins, 
gym bloomers for ‘sale, and the 
typing of papers by “one who has 
written many.”

It doesn’t matter 
much what you eat at that hour, 
unless vou Bot up too late for 


breakfast before an 8:30. It's prin- 
cipally the idea of something to 
break the routine. A chocolate ice 
cream cone—“make it two”—a ham- 
burger “strictly without,” that cer- 
tain five-cent drink, which under- 
graduates have a knack of stretch- 
ing out indefinitely with a single 
cigarette and plenty of talk.

The 
dance would be only the nucleus 
for a large evening, starting about 
9 o' clock at a private “cocktail par- 
ty.“ That is a misnomer, for the 
drinks served would not be the 
before-dinner variety. (“Whisky and 
soda, if your ‘date’ can afford it. 
Otherwise beer,” I was told). Or it 
might start at Vescovo’s on the 
University car tracks at Big Bend, 
a favorite rendezvous for students, 
because it is near the fraternity 
houses and the field house where 
many of the on-campus dances are 
held. No dancing is allowed on 
campus after midnight on Satur- 
day; other nights the orchestra 
plays till 1 o’clock. Then the col- 
legians really start out Yor their 
fun, at night clubs and hotels, and 
the better-class bars. They forget 
they are “Gown,” at odds with 
“Town,” and merge with the other 
night-time revelers. 

Indeed,.few activities are con- 
fined entirely to this “street car 
campus,” as its students call it, set 
down in the midst of a populous 
residential section, but not actually 
segregated. There are no sorority 
houses to keep the girls on cam- 
pus.
